James .T. Storrbw, of the banking 
firm of Lee, Higginson & Co., was to 
be his chief, opponent, John F. Fitz- 
gerald sent an open letter to Stor- 
row, ia which among other proposi- 
tions he asked the hanker candidate 
to agree with him to limit his cam- 
paign expenditures to ?10,000, one- 
i'ourth of the mayor's salary for four 
years. 
Storrow replied in an open 


letter that he would not agree to the 
proposition, intimating that he did 
not believe Fitzgerald 
would stand 


by the agreement i£ he made it and 
also saying that he intended to ex- 
pose Fitzgerald's record at city hall. 


This brought an open letter from 


Fitzgerald, in which he said he,wel- 
comed such an attack, inasmuch as 
the finance 
commission had 
spent 


something more than $100,000 in In- 
vestigating his record and in putting 
one innocent man in jail.' For his 
part, he said,; he proposed to take 
the lid oft State street. 


Now it Is understood that a well 


known Boston financier who 
knows 


the "Inside" of about all that has 
taken place on State street for thirty 
years has been collecting material for 
one of the most sensational political 
campaigns ever waged in Boston. 
Fitzgerald is said to be in possession 
of some of the material. Statements 
and affidavits from those .who think 
they have been "stung": in financial 


.deals are said to have been obtained 


already. 


Among politicians the belief is that 


the removal of the.lid from Sate street 
Is likely to be more far fetching on 
the stump than an attack upon Fitz- 
gerald's record when he was mayor, 
for everything that the finance com- 
mission could rake up about It has 
already been published,

•: State street matter is likely to be 


new to newspaper readers, as a real 
peep behind the fabric that screens 
the machinery of "frenzied finance" 
from the vulgar view. 


The election commissioners alleged 


that they had unearthed what they 
thought was a

get-rich-quick 


scheme. 
Under this new "Plan 2," 


put through by the upliftors to elimi- 
nate politics and bosses and money 
from the election of a city govern- 
ment, It Is necessary to obtain 6000 
signatures of registered voters to get 
nomination papers in order to run for 
mayor and for certain other city of- 
fices, and none of these voters can 
sign more than one nomination paper 
for mayor. 
Fitzgerald gathered In 


some 14,000 names before the other 
candidates got started.

Up to the present time the only can- 


didate for mayor who has obtained 
the requisite number, of signatures and 
'lias had them certified by the election 
commission is Fitzgerald. The: others 
have until the 17lh or this month in 
which to obtain signatures and file 
their, papers.

Sixty-Seven Percent of Those Enter- 


Ing the Country During Past Fiscal 


Year Came From Russia and South- 


ern Europe—Tighter Laws to Stamp 


Out White Slave Traffic 
Recom- 


mended in Annual Report 


Washington, Dec. IS.-^Lcgislatioii 


to create a department of the govern- 
ment which would do for the whole 
country what the bureau of corpora- 
tions has been doing in specified' in- 
stances, and 'compel complete pub- 
licity in the management of inter- 
state corporations, is one of the lead- 
ing recommendations contained in the 
annual report of Secretary Nagel of. 
tlie department of commerce and la- 
bor, 
made public last night. 


The secretary 
recommends 
the 


further development of the bureau of 
corporations. 
At-the end ot this fis- 


cal year the department still has on 
hand Investigations of the lumber and 
Etecl 
Industries, 
the 
International 


Harvester company, concentration of 
waterpower ownership, transportation 
by water in the United States. 
It 


was still continuing its investigations 
of the tobacco industry, the operation 
of cotton exchanges and state systems 
ot corporate taxation. 


,On the subject of government con- 


trol of the financial and industrial 
forces, Nagel snys some terse tilings 
and makes some important recom- 
mendations. 


The prime need of two things Is 


emphasized. First, reliable Informa- 
tion upon which tho government may 
take legislative and administrative ac- 
tlsn, and second, .reliable Information 
In a concise and available form 
to 


serve for the basis of public opinion. 


Secretary Nagel believes the time 


has come for a far wider and more 
complete application of those prin- 
ciples. 
This, the secretary recom- 


mends, can lie accomplished only by 
a definite federal system of statutory 
publicity, by which 
all 
important 


corporations 
engaged 
in 
interstate 


commerce will be obliged to report at 
stated intervals to a federal agency, 
such as the bureau of corporations, 
tlie essential facts regarding their 
organization, management and condi- 
tion. 
This, the secretary believes, 


will accomplish for the whole country 
what the bureau of corporations lias 
been doing in specific cases. 


In tho bureau of Immigration and 


naturalization the need of facilities to 
meet growing condifions 
is 
recog- 


nized. Improvements have besn made 
In tlie immigrant stations all over tho 
country and will be carried on. 
In 


all during tho 
fiscal 
year 
il-l-1,235 


aliens entered the country, and 
(17 


percent of thorn came from Russia 
and tlie countries of southern Europe. 


A total of 23 percent of Illiterates is 


shown by the'report, -which is some- 
thing of an increase over the previ- 
ous year: The coming of those aliens, 
however, brought $17,331,828 into the 
country, and they possessed an aver- 
age of $23.50 each. 


It is calculated by tho department, 


however, that 33 percent'of all these 
aliens were assisted with money to 
reach this country. 


In one portion of his report Nagel 


takes up the white slave traffic. 
The 


department's Investigations show that 
the traffic in immoral women is an 
established and extensive one and 
and is by no means confined to trad- 
ing in women who have been import- 
ed. 
In includes alien women who 


have eulorc(l_the country, in a regu- 
lar way and American women as well. 


The secretary recommends that the 


law be amended to prohibit the bring- 
ing of women for such purposes from 
one state into another state and that 
$50,000 be appropriated to enforce 
all federal laws against that traffic. 
which the secretary says is an or- 
ganized and extensive, business. 


The need of strengthening tho law 


against alien contract labor is declared 
to be'pressing. The present laws do 
not always bring to justice those re- 
sponsible for the importation of the 
men. 


The secretary suggests that It would 


bo well to preinvestigate tlie claims 
of employers who seek the exception 
of the law-which allows foreign con- 
tract labor when labor of a like kind; 


cannot be found in this country. Tho 
need of amending the Chinese immi- 
gration laws to fit conditions existing 
Is urged.

Several Fare-Badly at the Hands «f 


Gang of White Men 


Boston, Dec. 13.—Some 
fifteen 


nogroes wero knocked down, brutally 
beaten anil kicked, many of them ln|o 
Insensibility, shortly after midnight 
by a band of white men who raided 
lhat section of the city near Castio 
square, shouting "Death to negroes," 
and attacking every negro who put In 
an appearance. 


The negro baiting band met stub-

LANDES SHEPHERDS. 


French Peasants Who Aro Experts In 


Walking on Stilts. 


1'hero ,1s a vast district lu Franco 


where tho entire community goei1. 
about and transacts its business on 
stilts. This district is called "Leu 
Landes." 


The inhabitants, who are among tho 


poorest peasants in France, gain their 
subsistence by dshitig, by such little 
agriculture as Is possible and by keep- 
ing cows and sheep. The shepherds 
make use of their stilts for two pur- 
poses— Brat, because walking is ipiite 
impossible on account of the sage and 
undergrowth of. brush, aud, secoud, 
because the height of their stilts gives 
them a greater range of vision. 


The^sUlts generally are about six or 


seven'feet high. Near the top there Is 
a support .'for the .foot, which has a 
strong stirrup and- strap, and still 
nearer the top a band of leather fas- 
tens the stilt Ilrmly to the leg just be- 
law the knee. Some stilts, especially 
those made for fancy -walking and for 
.tricks, are even higher than seven 
feet,., and the man who' uses these— 
and ho must be au expert—can travel 
as fast as ten miles au hour. The 
lower cud of this kind of stilt Is 
rapped with u sheep boue to prevent 
Its splitting. 
v 


Some of these Landes shepherds nro 


wonderfully clever In the management 
of their stilts 
They run r.ico. step 


.or Jump over brooks, clear fences aud 
walls and arc able to keep their bal- 
ance! aud equilibrium while stooping 
to the ground to .pick, up pebbles or to 
Bather'wild flowers. They full prone 
upon their, faces :,nnd- assume .their 
perpendicular -without' nu effort and 
in n single moment after they have 
thus prostrated •themselves,—Technical 
World Magazine.
